The woman, who was arrested at her home No. 29 Yao 


Kia Kiao, Chapei, had been sought for by the Police for some 


time. She was denounced to the Police by a converted communist 
who is working as an informer to the Public Safety Bureau. 

As the detectives were taking her to the Police 
Station, she succeeded in breaking away from her captors but 
was retaken in the International Settlement with the assistance 
of the Shanghai Municipal Police. 

She was charged before the Second Branch of the 
Kiangsu High Court on December II and was ordered to be

10a.m. but before they hac 4;one very far my brother refused to 
30 ‘my further. They Quarrelled in the street and soe netigh- 
bours came and tol: me of the affair. I went to East Yu ing 
Road, which ‘ts in the Settlement, and there I found my brother 
and the other man, whom I have since learnt is a Public Safety 
Bureau inforner,. On seeing me, the informer released my 
brother and called a Settlement policeman to take me to the 


Station. I can think of no reason for my arrest »nd I am 


positive that I have never seen the informer before today.
